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Why the Proposed Stock Split

As previously reported in the press, announcement was made May 22 
that a special meeting of stockholders of Southern Pacific Company bas 
been called for August 5, 1952, to vole upon a proposal recommended by 
the Board of Directors to double the number of authorized shares of the 
Company and split outstanding stock on the basis of two shares for one. 

Jf approved by the stockbolders and the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion, it is expected that the proposal will become effective in August of 
this year. 


The purpose of this move is to permit a broader distribution of the stock. : 
The wider ownership thus resulting will be of material value to the Com- 
pany, it is believed. 

We point with pride to our organization, which serves the fastest grow- 
ing area in the nation, an area rich in natural resources, agricultural pro- 
duction and expanding industries. During 1951 we moved 40 billion ton- 
miles of freight—nearly as much as in 1944, the peak year of World War B. 

Population, between 1940 and 1950, increased over 6,300,000 or 34%, 
in the eight states we serve. 

There are at present 51,614 SP stockholders. They live in every state in 
the Union and in scattered points throughout the sworld. Nearly half of 
that number are women. 


Over 15,000 stockholders bold not more than 10 shares cach, and over 
25,000 bold not more than 50 shares each. Larger stockholders, none of 
which holds as much as 3% of the total number of shares’ outstanding, 
include charitable and educational institutions and investment corporations. 
These holdings also affect thousands of people, either as beneficiaries of 
such institutions or through their interest in the investment organizations.

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Eyes Are On Potatoes 


LONG string of reefers followed a 

humming diesel along the SP track 
outside of Bakersfield, Claude Wykes, 
SP’s district freight agent for the area, 
waved his hand toward the train. “There 
go some of the cars we billed last night,” 
he said. “Spuds. Looks to be about 75 
carloads, Figuring an average of 360 
hundred pound sacks per cary they 
should make a lot of french fries. 

His mouth widened in its ready grin. 
“Yes sir, around here right now all ¢ 
are on potatoes.” 

He took off his straw hat and wiped 
the inner band with his handkerchief. 
“This area is really growing,” he said. 
“And we haven't scratched the surface 
yet, When I came here in 1920, there was 
nothing out there but weeds. And they 
weren't good. Even the jackrabbits didn’t 
like ’em.” He clapped the hat back over 
his silver hair. “Now just look at it.” 


It was something to look at. As far as 
the eye could see through the shimmer- 
ing heat haze there were broad flat fields 
in a huge checkerboard of green and 
brown. The green was unharvested pota- 
toes or newly planted cotton. The brown 
was the fields that ‘had just yielded up-a 
huge cache of potatoes. 

This was the fertile San Joaquin ‘Val- 
ley-~Kern County, California,.to be exact 
—in mid-June, during ‘the period of or- 


derly confusion when the yearly crop of 
potatoes are rapidly turned up from 
the soil, washed, funneled into clean new 
sacks and shipped to markets all over 
the U.S. 

“Right now,” Wykes said, “there are 
between ten and twelve thousand people 
working in the fields and packing houses. 
Potatoes are a hig business for the peo- 
ple here and they’re big business to us 
too. Last year when the fields yielded 
almost eleven million hundred-pound 
sacks of potatoes, SP handled 11,637 
carloads, and in 1950 we handled more 
than 20,000 carloads.” 


Nineteen fifty-two was a good year for 
the potato growers due to an unusual 
spring shortage. But even though pota- 
toes are generally a money-making crop, 
the farmer has his risks. Potatoes do 
hest in cool climates and they require a 
lot of water. The San Joaquin Valley 
weather can turn from cool to hot in a 
very short time, The potato is subject to 
innumerable diseases, but San Joaquin 
potato fields remain comparatively 
healthy year after year due to a pure 
seed program participated in by the 
growers. Southern Pacific helped inaug- 
urate. this program. 


As Wykes pointed out, potatoes were 
avery minor crop in ‘the Valley only a 
short ‘time ago. In 1920 there were’ only. 
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District Freight Agent Claude Wykes and a 
potato grower-packer look at some big spuds 
from a Bakersfield farm. Potatoes are mechan- 
ically carried out of this hopper through a 
washing tub and along belts, where they are 
sorted for size and quality. 


300 acres planted. In 1936 the acreage 
had grown 10 9,700. In 1937, when more 
irrigation wells were dug, potato acre- 
age jumped to 22,187. The 1951 totals 
showed 33,674 acres planted, with the 
crop filling 10,876,641 hundred-pound 
sacks. During the past ten years the 
fertile fields of the San Joaquin Valley 
have yielded an average of 256 hundred- 
pound sacks of potatoes for each acre 
planted. 

Assisting District Freight Agent 
Claude Wykes to obtain the best possible 
share of this huge crop for shipment by 
Southern Pacific is Bakersfield City 
Freight Agent L. M. Troutman and a 
staff composed of O. R. Thomasson, 
H. W. Hansen, Jr., A. D. Pearlman, and 
Dorothy Frazier. During the heavy ship- 
ping period L. J. Orthman, TFA, Vi- 
salia, is assigned to Bakersfield to lend 
a helping hand. 

Everyone on the San Joaquin Division 
is deeply involved in the potato move- 
ment, According to Asst. Supt. B. W. 
Bishop, it’s about the busiest time of the 
year for all the forecs. 

“On June 11, for instance,” Bishop 
said, “we had 53 through movements 
over the line north of Bakersfield, That 
doesn’t include short haul switehing 
movements. Normally about 24 move- 
ments a day over this track is considered 
heavy.” 

Potatoes are big business on the San 
Joaquin Division, but then the whole 
Valley keeps the SP folks there hop- 
ping almost continually. Farm crops of

one kind or another are being harvested 
throughout the year. There is a constant 
movement of tank cars carrying oil from 
the wells in the Kern County area. 

“Phe San Joaquin is a small division,” 
Bishop said, “but it’s one of the busiest 
because it runs through one of the rich- 
est agricultural areas in the world. Last 
year this division originated 87,435 cars. 
This year it’s bound to be more since 
the potatoes are already heavier.” 


Much tonnage of economic importance 
is produced on the San Joaquin Division, 
but as Claude Wykes says, “During May 
and June all eyes are on potatoes.”

OUTHERN PACIFIC'S Kansas City 
General Agency staff fee] that they 
are right in the middle of things. And 
no one can dispute them as far as loca- 
tion is concerned, since their headquar- 
lers city is at the approximate geo- 
graphic center of the United States. 
General Agent C. G. Mengel and a 
staff of eight handle business for SP in 
the “American Heartland.” The territory 
under their. supervision embraces the en- 
tire State of Kansas, all but the extreme 
northwest of Nebraska, and the western 
sections of Iowa and Missouri. The lead- 
ing industries in the area include flour, 
packing house products, steel, chemicals, 
automobile assembly, airplanes and parts, 
and oil'and natural gas. 
Missouri is a highly diversified agri- 
cultural state, .Kansas, often called the 
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“Breadbasket of the World,” also has a 
great potato district and is a very im- 
portant producer of livestock. Among 
its natural resources are salt, oil and gas. 
Nebraska, another great agricultural 
state within the Kansas City General 
Agency territory, boasts annual bumper 
crops of corn, gtain, potatoes and sugar 
beets. It is also an outstanding producer 
of creamery butter. Iowa products also 
come mainly from the farm and its in- 
dustries include meat packing, dairy 
products and cereal preparations. 


Kansas City, headquarters for the 
agency, is a major trading and supply 
center for the West and Southwest. 
Among its industries, meat and food 
processing rank first. In second place is 
‘petroleum and its products. Garment 
manufacturing is third. The city has 
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Magnificent Union Station, Kansas City, Missouri, third laegest in the nation and served by 12 
trunk line railroads, with a view of the downtown skyline in the background, 


the second largest stockyards and pack- 
ing industry in the nation and is second 
also in flour milling. In addition, it is 
a large producer of steel fabrications 
and soap. 

Many rail lines converge at Kansas 
City and its union passenger station is 
the third largest in the country. The 
population of the city and its suburbs 
totals 814,000. 

Actually two cities, divided only by 
the Missouri-Kansas state line, Kansas 
City is an important junction point on 
SP’s Golden State Route to Chicago and 
the East. 

All of the activity going on in and 
around Kansas City doesn’t give our staff 
there much time to rest. They are in a 
highly competitive location and they are 
kept constantly busy securing for South- 
ern Pacific its share of the large volume 
of freight and passenger business which 
moves between their territory and the 
diversified regions served by our, Pacific 
and Texas-Louisiana Lines. 


But then it’s to be expected that the 
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SP folks in Kansas City would be busy; 
they’re bound to be, considering they're 
right in the middle of things.

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Research Key To Railroad Future, 
President Russell Tells AAR Meet 


74 E live in a new area of research 

and only those that are ahead in 
this field will be ahead at the finish 
Tine.” 

This was the theme of President D. 
J. Russell’s address before the 26th an- 
nual meeting of the Mechanical Divi- 
sion of the Operating and Maintenance 
Department, Association of American 
Railroads, at San Francisco, June 24-26. 
B, M. Brown, general superintendent of 
motive power, was chairman of the 
meeting which was attended by 800 
representatives, consisting mostly of mo- 
tive power and car experts, of 70 rail- 
roads, 

Congratulating those attending upon 
the advances that had been made during 
recent years in design, maintenance and 
inspection of all types of railroad equip- 
ment, Russell pointed out that there 
were areas for further study. He men- 
tioned the possibility of improving the 


air-conditioning of trains, easing the 
ride of freight cars, perfecting box car 
design, eliminating bearing failures, 
standardizing equipment and parts, and 
learning how to get more horsepower 
out of low-grade fuels. 

“We must prove we are still a re- 
sourceful industry,” he pointed out, “not 
set in those ways which are described 
as ‘tried and true’—or we will lag behind 
in the technological race.” 

Russell stated that railroad men and 
women today have a better understand- 
ing that their interests and those of their 
company are tied together. “They know 
that permanent well-being for employes 
depends on the railroad handling a large 
volume of traffic and making a reason- 
able profit,” he said. “They know that 
excessive labor costs will raise freight 
rates and drive business to our com- 
petitora, thereby reducing railroad jobs.”

Retroactive Wages 
Paid Quickly by SP 
RESIDENT D. J. RUSSELL has 


announced that Southern Pacific was 
the first major railroad in the country 
to pay conductors, engineers and fire- 
men the retroactive wage payment 
authorized by recent agreements between 
the brotherhoods involved and the Car- 
riers Conference Committees, 

The agreements were signed on May 
23 in Washington, D. C. On that date 
President Russell advised the Account- 
ing Department to put the new pay rates 
into effect on current pay rolls com- 
mencing June 1, and to complete the 
retroactive pay adjustment by issuing 
back pay checks at the earliest possible 
date. 

The retroactive adjustment for which 
payments were required embraced a 
Period extending from October 1, 1950 
to June 1, 1952, It involved up to 40 
pay periods and it was necessary to 
review basic time records of cach in- 
dividual to compute the pay increases. 

Timekeeping bureaus were authorized 
to work overtime to the fullest practic- 
able extent to expedite the preparation 
of pay rolls. Recently installed machine 
timekeeping and pay roll equipment 
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aided the timekeeping forces in rapidly 
completing the entire project. By June 
16 all of the checks had been made avail- 
able for delivery to employes affected 
by the agreements. Approximately $5,- 
000,000 in adjusted back wages was paid 
to approximately 10,000 employes.

After working for 
SP in San Francisco and Los Angeles 
he joined the Inter-Cal. Ry. in 1908 and 
Was appointed general manager in 1816. 
He retired in 1938.

Empire’s” wealth in resources is reproduced above. The text of the full advertise- 


ment tells of the tremendous growth in industry, agriculture and population that 
the area has enjoyed since World War Il. The ad points out that between 1940 
and 1950 traffic in agricultural products increased. 64 per cent, passenger traffic 
increased 32 per cent, and:since the end of World War II an average of more. 
than two industries have located along SP Lines each day. 
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
